The men responded to the call with 
the tatters of uniforms that had al- 


dered their guns and set off from 
the homes they had rejoined but six 
months previously, The authorities, 


which had remained over from past 


more soldiers than rifles, more cannon 
than ammunition adequately to feed 
them, more recruits than uniforms, 
more feet than boots to cover them. 
The wastage had been great, and 
the animals which remained were not 
improved by the incessant work of 
the previous years. Servia is in an 
enormous degree dependent upon her 
oxen transport, for railway traction is 
confined to the Buropean line which 
traverses the country from north to 
south, plus one or two small gauge 
roads which -branch therefrom. 

Yes despite all these obstacles, 
which many nations would have found 
insurmountable, Servia again placed 
her entire manhood under arms and 
went forth to battle for the liberty of 
the southern Slavs. The mobilization 
and concentration were quickly ef- 
fected. Here, previous experience 
and the fact that a concentration in 
the centre of the -ountry was neces- 
sitated by the well hidden intentions 
of the enemy, greatly facilitated the 
operation. 

The troops were foregathered at 
Palanka, Arangeloxatz and Lazarevatz 
ready to move north, east o> west, as 
Austrian tactics might necessitate and 
when the invaders came over the bor- 
der on the Drina and hurled their 
forces at Valievo, the Servian armies 
swung round by forced marches, 100 
miles in three days, fell upon their 
enemies in the Jadar valley and on the 
Tzer mountain. 

Within five days of their advance 
the Austrians were back in Bosnia, 
sadder but distinctly wiser soldiers. 
So ended the celebrated “punitive ex- 
pedition” which cost Austria at least 
40,000 men, an enormous mass of mat- 
erial which they left behind in their 
Seed tg back across the Drina 

ver. as the first great victory 
secured by the allied armies. 

According to the Austrian communi- 
cation issued in explanation of the de- 
feat, the Servian army was not to be 
taken seriously, and th proof of this 
statement, it was insinuated that mili- 
tary operations against King Peter’s 
kingdom had reached their satisfac- 
tory conclusion, and that the army 
was to be transferred to the Russian 
frontier. In effect the IV. army 
corps, with part of the V.. and one 
division of the IX., were transported 
to Galicia. The Austrian general 
staff were, however, under no delusion 
as to the real state of affairs. The 
famous Balkan army had been serious- 
ly thrashed, the “punitive expedition” 
had been a failure and the Servian 
army was a force to be reckoned with. 

Moreover, matters were going bad- 
ly in Galicia and a victory of some 
sort, even over Servia, became an ur- 
gent necessity. Thereupon the divi- 
sions which had been defeated in the 
Yader idea and upon the Tzer moun- 
tains were brought up to full strength 
and reinfgrced by entirely new units. 
For this purpose the garrisons of Bos- 
nia were reduced to the lowest pos- 
sible strength and the men sent up to 
the frontier. 

Then began th. real offensive 
against Valievo and an invasion was 
attempted along the entire Drina frun- 
tier from its junction with the Save 
to as far south as Luibovia. In the 
northern section the Austrians were 
repulsed with heavy losses, but be- 
tween Loznitza and Liubovia they got 
across the river in force. 

The Serbs have not sufficient troops 
to hold the entire line, and they there- 
fore retreated, while ths divisions 
which had meantime effected an inva- 
sion of Hungarian territory at Semlin 
were brought up to reinforce, 

The operations once accomplished, 
the Austrians were attacked in turn 
and driven back west of a chain of 
mountains which represents the strat- 
egic if not the actual Austro-Serbian 
mater between Loznitza and Liub- 
o 

They now hold a small corner of 
mountainous terrain radiatin, from 
Zvornic and a strip of marshland be- 
tween Mitroxitza and Drenevatz in the 
extreme northwestern corner of Ser- 
via, Subsequent fighting has been con- 
fined to their unsuccessful attempts 
to occupy the strategic position now 
in the hands of Servia.

How the Strathmore Local 
Run Their Auction Sales 


(By B. L. Wade, Sec.-Treas.) 


At one of our regular meetings in 
1913, one of the officers, W. H. B. 
Petter asked the members if they 
thought auction sales held at stated 
intervals would be a benefit, As: he 
pointed out, there always are a 
number of farmers who want cer- 
tain things, implements,stock, ete., 
and on the other hand there are 
men who have these things to dis- 
pose of—but as a rule they live 
at great distances apart. 

The idea was voted good, and the 
officers quietly set to work to draft 
a plan. 

GETTING ORGANIZED 

The first consideration, of course, 
was the rules of the sales. Next, 
two appointed, 
We were very fortunate in having 
an auctioneer who had had 20 years 


auctioneers were 


experience in similar farmers’ aue- 
tions in England; the other man 
had had no previous experience 
but the first sale at which he offici- 
ated he got through as well asa 
professional could have done. 

A clerk was appointed to help 
the actioneer at the sale, and he 
was provided with a duplicate book. 
Then an oftice clerk (or cashier) 
was appointed and our system was 
complete. 4 ; 


ARRANGING DATES 


To commence an auction, the of- 
ficers set the date some four weeks 
ahead. In passing I may say that 
we find a six weeks’ interval to be 
about right for our district, of 
course watching closely the farm 
events, such as seeding, threshing, 
etc., holding the sales before and 
after those seasons. 


Well, the date set, the farmers 
and others, and the tradesmen of 
the town, take full advantage of 
the sales. They are asked to list 
their entries with the Secretary as 
early as possible, so that we can 
advertise them in the local paper. 
We insist that the entries be in be- 
fore 12 noon on the day of the sale, 
as it is of great importance to get 
the sale started promptly. 


GETTING READY 


The entries all in the sale yard, 
the two clerks go.round, one with a 
lot of numbered slips, and a paste 
pot; the other with his list and all 
articles, stock, ete., are nambered, 

The auctioneer is also at hand, 
and he shows the people where to 
put their stuff, so that similar ar- 
ticles kept together, and he 
does not have to keep walking the 
crowd from one end of the yard to 
the other during the sale. 


THE SALE BEGINS 


At one o'clock the sale commences. 
As a rule we sell the *'truck’’ or 
“junk”? first, moving from that to 
the livestock, fresh meat, and last 
of all, the implements. As the ar- 
ticles are knocked dowr, the sale 
clerk writes them and their price 
together with the name of the pur- 
chaser, and tearing off the duplicate 
hands it straight away to the pur- 
chaser. The auctioneer is provided 
with a book too, and he also sets 
down all prices and purchasers’ 
names. This serves as a check. The 
purchaser is asked to tale his slips 
to the cashier and settle. 

The cashier lias a list already 
drawn up, and as payment is made 
it is marked down, so that he can 
tell at a glance what bag been paid

The Farmers and the Packers 


Dear Sir, 


In a recent paragraph of the 
News Telegram, Mr. Pat Burns was 
interviewed and it was announced 
that he was very optimistic. Why 
should he not be? He is prospering 
through the plight of the farmers, 
who are compelled to sell their hogs 
at uwo thirds of the value. 

He is buying pork at fifty per 
cent less than it costs to raise; at 
the present market price of barley 
and oats; and we are forced ‘to sell 
now at their price, or to continue 
feeding at a certain loss. 

After waiting a number of years 
for a living price for grain, a far- 
mer must lose his temporary ad- 
vantage, by msking the packers a 
present of it. 

The~press, at- the instigatiorof 
these so-called experts, has been 
preaching mixed farming. Here is 
one of the results; a congested mar- 
ket and no refuge in sight, until 
the present crop, of hogs is disposed 
of. Then will follow as natural 
conseqence, a lack of confidence in 
any adyice no matter from what 
source it may come; and farmers 
will cease raising hogs, or if at all, 
only in small quantities. But what 
does the packer care? He has his 
bacon and ham stored away; bought 
at a low price, awaiting the time, 
when the glut being over, prices 
will go up. Then they can raise 
the price to the consumer. A very 
clever and unscrupulous scheme, 
with the farmer, as usual, the victim 

But if the Dominion Government 
thoroughly comprehends that this 
is purely an agricultural country, 
they would (or rather should) have 
taken measures to protect the far- 


mer against such a contingency, by 
a series of storage plants through 


out the country, with public abat- 
toirs in connection, so that the 
farmer need not be at the merey of 
the packers at any time. 

The government of this country 
in the past have only thought of 
the big interests. . They have given 
them wealth and studied their pros- 
perity, at the expense of the far- 
mer, who builds up the country by 
his labor and living in discomforts, 
sometimes in poverty, until 
lucky crop puts him on his feet. 

It has: been dollars to railroads, 
and pennies to the agricultural in- 
terests. We have now come to a 
turning point in the policy that 
must by pursued if this country is 
to prosper.

Mixed Farming

Mixed furming, according to advices 
received by the Canadian Pacifie Rail- 
way, is now more than a fad—it is 
really spelling more dollars, greater 
success and certainly in the future and 
fixing the people into the goil in a way 
that the single crop will never do, 
The farmers are now alive to, the im- 
portance of mixed farming, alike for 
profit and the benefit of the country 
generally.

German spies or goods made in 
Germany have little chance of getting 
into Canada on account of the partic- 
ular stringency of the regulations of 
the customs and immigration depart- 
ments. They have been greatly tight- 
ened since the war began. 

People crossing the border to Can- 
ada or arriving at Canadian ocean 
ports are now subjected to much 
more questioning than heretofore. It 
is necessary to establish in minute 
detail identity and citizenship, to 
give particulars as to parentage, na- 
tionality, purpose of entering Can- 
ada, proposed length and object of 
visit as well as an account of move- 
ments in the past ten years.

With the remarkable development of 
the banana growing industry and the 
increase in the consumption of this 
fruit thrcughout a large part of the 
world has come the proposal that the 
fruit when dried can be ground into 
flour, of which excellent bread may 
be made, «xperiments ona some 
what more extensive scale than 
laboratory operations have been car 
ried out and it has been reported that 
tLese have been successful. 

It has been assumed by investigat- 
ors of the subject that perhaps the 
earliest form of bread was prepared 
from beech nuts and acorns, and bak- 
ed cakes of crushed acorns or acorn 
meal have been eaten from immemor 
ial times by the American Indians, 
and are still eaten by some of the re 
maining tribes on the Pacific coast. In 
the ethnological exhibit in the 
National Museum figures of Indians at 
work making acorn bread may be 
seen, It is not the raw acorn that is 
used, Every who has bitten into 
a fresh acorn knows that the meat is 
somewhat bitter, and that, containing 
a high percentage of tannin, it is de- 
cidedly astringent. The flour of 
acorns is unfit to be eaten until it 
has been long soaked in boiling water, 
but after the tannin has been extract- 
ed the meat or the meal is sweet, 
palatable and nourishing. 

The practice of baking bread or 
cakes from pounded or groun’ grains 
of all kinds is older than written 
history. whe earliest Hgyptians baked 
cakes of durra, or sorghum, and these 
cakes have been found in the oldest 
, tombs. In the courtyard of every 
house in Chaldea was an oven for 
baking breaa of beaten grain, and 
evidences of grain pounding and cake 
baking have been found in the Swiss 
lake dwellings that date back into the 
Stone Age. In Southern Europe chest- 
nut bread made of the flour of finely 
ground chestnut meats has long been 
used, and to some extent still is eaten 
in Italy and Spain. The flour of peas, 
beans and other leguminous geeds is 
also baked into cakes and in South 
America the meal of the tapioca plant 
is employed for making bread. 

Buckwheat is a non-cereal flour, 
yet its virtues are known and re- 
spected by every man, woman and 
child in Canada. Everybody has a 
grateful word to say for the happy 
cakes mace from buckwheat fiour, 
There. are many species of millet, and 
flour for tread and cake making is ob- 
tained from al] of them, and is largely 
consumed in Southern Europe ‘and in 
Asia. Rye bread and corn bread, or 
“maize” bread, as it is better known 
in nearly all other parts of the world 
outside of Canada, have done much 
and will continue to do much for the 
sustenance and support of the human 
race, Oat cakes and barley bread 
have contributed liberally of them- 
selves to making life worth living. 
Bread fruit, or the fruit of the tree 
known by botanists as Artocarpus 
is an important and valuable article of 
food among the people of tha tropical 


islands of the Pacific Ocean. Baked, 
its tsaste is described as very 
much like that of white pota- 


toes and milk. It is globular and of 
about the size of a cantaloupe. It is 
used as a vegetab:e and eaten with 
meat and gravy, or, combined with 
milk, sugar and butter, is made into 
an excellent pudding. Often the fruit 
is dried and then reduced to flour, of 
which bread and puddings are maue. 
It is called bread fruit, not alone be- 
cause its flavor is suggestive of well 
baked wheat bread, but because its 
flavor is such that oné>never tires of 
it, and because it is the islanders’ 
staff of life, bearing the same rela- 
tion to them that breac does ta a 
large portion of the human family.— 
Montreal Star. 


Radium in B.C. 

Three samples of radium-bearing 
ore from British Columbia have been 
received at the mines department but 
the quantity of radiim in them has 
not yet been determined. The value of 
minerals produced in Canada this year 
will be considerably less than last, be- 
cause of the scarcicy of capital for 
mining development and also the low 
prices for gilver and other minerals.

A Lucky Find for the C.P.R. 


A discovery which may mean much 
to the Province of Ontario has been 
made at Caledonia Springs, namely 
that the waters of one of the four 
springs is strongly radioactive. A re 
cent visitor who had hitherto gone for 
his cure to the Austrain resort at 
Badgastein was preveuteu this year by 
the war and tried the Canadian spring. 
He was struck by the similarity of the 
waters which on test was found to be 
due to the presence of radium. The 

.8t Ouicias analysis was made in 1903 
before the ramifications of radium 
were fully recognized, but Professor 
Ruttan of McGill has been commis- 
sioned make e new complete analysis. 
The value of a genuine radium spring 
in Burope is calculated to average 
trom two to three million dollars, ow- 
ing to the number of invalids who are 
attracted to such a spring.

Kingdom to Power 

It is announced from Petrograd 
that the czar willyset up the kingdom 
of Hanover, now incorporated in 
Western Prussia, if he crushes Ger- 
many with the aid of the allies. His 
«-xice for king will be the young 
Duke of Brunswick, although the 
cuke’s father, the Duke of Cumber- 
land, is living. .The Duke of Cumber- 
and is the heir to the throne of Han- 
ever, a claim he has never been aple 
to enforce. The son is now fighting 
in the ranks of the kaiser’s army. 

Hanover opposed Prussia in many 
wars, starting at least as ‘ar back as 
Frederick the Great’s time. At the 
close of the six weeks’ war, about half 
a century ago, Prussia absofbed Han- 
cver and eposed the like of kings. 

‘there was a great hubbub in the 
Prussian royal family when the six 
sons of the kaiser learned their pretty 
sister was in love with the young man 
upon whom the crown of Hanover 
would have descended, had not the 
Prussian mailed fist intervened. They 

ved that the marriage should not 
take place unless the Duke of Bruns- 
wick formally renounced all claims to 
the throne of Hanover and swore un- 
conditional allegiance to the house of 
Hohenzollern. They called upon their 
sister, as a loyal Hohenzollern, to give 
up the match unle.s her husband sub- 
ordinated himself thoroughly to Ho- 
henzollern, 

But the princess declared she would 
marry the Duke cf Brunswick even 
if it meant exile and impoverishment. 
Perhaps she had an intuitive feeling 
that the crown would some time rest 
on her brew if she stood firm. At any 
rate, the young couple won their 
point, and were married without con- 
ditions. Following the birth of her 
baby there was general reconciliation 
on the suriace at least.

One likes to think that 
these soldiers, our cnemies, who have 
died in this manner, are no’ the same 
ones who massacrec women, children 
and old men and dispatched the 
wounded. 

The above paragraphs are extracts 
from a letter written by a French cap- 
tain of cavalry at the front to a friend 
in Paris, and published in the Figaro. 
In the letter the author describes with 
feeling his impressions as he came 
across the German dead who lay in 
windrows. They had been surprised 
first by French shell and then by 
French bayonets. He gave due credit 
to a brave enemy. 

“T took advantage of a few hours of 
liberty,” he says, ‘to go to the battle- 
field of the woods cf , to the east 
of B——; I saw there the most touch- 
ing spectacle of my life. The dead 
were so thick one could not count 
them, but one forgot that they were 
bodies in the vision of the high mora] 
lesson in the scene, | have sent several 
of my officers there on a pilgrimage, 
that they may profit by it, The Ger- 
man dead lay there, more than six 
hundred of them, resting where death 
had surprised them, 

“Here a section that had been 
marching, bayonets fixed on their 
pieces; there a section who had died 
while they were on their knees, firing 
carefully; the officers at.their posts, 
before or behind, as the case might be. 
Not an officer or man had turned to 
the rear. Nearly all these men were 
reservists. Here and there the dead 
of line regiments lay where they had 
fallen; the regularity of their align- 
ment and intervals was most impress- 
ing. 

“Passing along the German line I 
coula see the effects of our 76m. can- 
non; Men intrenched in deep shelters 
had been torn out by the devastating 
shells.
